manager wise, but today, so desperate 
has become- tho hunt for big league 
timber, there is not a club In either of 
the major leagues that has not a. cou- 
ple of men on the road looking after 
their interests. 


No small part of the success of one 


of tho big league teams depends on 
the ability of. Its scouts—that Is, tha 
men who go all over the country look- 
Ing out for likely material. . Ko town 
or league is too small for these watch- 
ers to visit. 


For, as is well known, many a. star 


ball player has been picked up In som« 
town that had never been heard of and 
come into fame only through the base- 
ball ability of its son. 


There are many iuteres'tlng Httla 


tales connected with the discoveries of: 
great ball players. Hans y/agner was 
olgned up as a pitcher on one of tha 
small league aggregations and seemed 
doomed to so back to the uninteresting 
and quiet life of the country village 
until his wise manager thought that 
perhaps he might be able to play some- 
where else, so gave him a tryout. 


And Hans has been famous ever 


since. Larry Lajoie, Jimmy Collins—• 
In fact, nearly all the great ones—have 
been landed by some worthy scout 
whose chance or fate brought them to 
the 
vllingo where these embryonic 


stars were astounding their fellow citt- 
r.ens. 


To one not acquainted with the life- 


the work of a scout must look very 
easy 
that 


and pleasant. 
It would seem 


traveling 
about 
the 
country, 


watching ball games, with all ex- 
penses raid, was a very desirable sort 
of life. 
But in reality it's not as fine 


as it looks. After awhile it gets very 
monotonous jumping from one little 
town to another, putting up with all 
kinds of hotel accommodations, spend- 
ing the greater part of your time on 
hot, 
stuffy 
trains or arguing with 


avaricious minor league managers. 


The scout meets some managers that 


would almost drive him crazy. They 
hear that a big league scout is In 
town, and immediately the prices on 
their men soar skyward. 
It is only by 


tho use of much diplomacy and tact 
that one can obtain a player he wishes 
from some of these fellows. Here Is 
a good instance: In a tittle town In 
the far west a scout arrived and for a 
couple of days watched the work of 
the team there. 
He endeavored • to 


keep his identity a secret, but an old 
timer who happened to be on the team 
gave tho secret away. 
He was at- 


tracted by the playing of an outfielder 
and decided that ho was the man h_o 
was after. 


But he did not mention the fact. 


There was an infielder OH the team 
who was in the habit o£ pulling off star 
plays, and the skirmisher aaked the 
manager for his price on him. The re- 
ply mentioned such a sum that the 
scout almost fainted. 
Finally, after 


haggling and dickering for a couple of. 
hours, ho agreed to take the player 
and give him a trial, with the pro- 
viso that if he made good, he was to 
pay $3,000 Tor him. 
The- scout knew 


well enough that tha man would never 
make thfi big league, but this was only 
part of his game. 


When he wont to the station, bound 


fur his next stopping- place, the man- 
ager and the tnflelder were with him. 
As the train was pulling in he fished 
a roll of bills from his pocket, turned 
to his companion and said: "By tha 
way. I want nn outfielder. I'll give 
you J500 cash for that chap you had 
out in center."

came the reply, and the manager, well 
satisfied, tucked the money into hla 
pocket and waved the pair gooflby.

IB not far off when an umpire's job 
won't be any more hazardous than 
playing with dynamite. Mr. O'Lough- 
lln has delivered himself of the opin- 
ion that within two or three years the 
life of the arbitrator will be all to the 
merry. He bases his forecast on not- 
ing, the Improvement of the past few 
years. 


"When I broke Into the game as an 


umpire," said his nibs, the Silk one 
the other day, "the life of an umpire 
was the concentrated essence of what 
General 
Sherman 
said 
war 
wag. 


About the eighth inning of every 
game the happy little umpire would 
begin figuring out which means of es- 
cape would be most likely to land him 
In shelter. 
And that first escape 


wasn't all. About .every other game 
would be protested, and, like as not 
the whole scene would have to be en- 
acted, again. 


"Not much like that now. I have 


long since ceased to expect to be the 
special feature of a tar and feather 
party after a game. Mind you. I don't 
say that the whole change which the 
umpires hope for has already been 
brought about. Oh, no. There"Is still 
a lot of prejudice for the umpires to 
overcome. 
Not yet Is their life all 


sunshine and roses, but the transition 
Is well under way, and It is reason- 
able to suppose that In the not too 
distant future the position of an um- 
pire will be regarded as 'one of honor 
and dignity,' which, according to Will 
Irwln in Collier's, was the case in the 
very early days of the game." 


The other veteran umpires of major 


and minor leagues share the views of 
O'Loughlin, and they attribute the 
pleasant change in their business to 
two causes: 


First, the strong backing given them 


the league presidents; second, the 


wising up of the public to the fine 
points of the game.so that patrons be- 
came able to judge for themselves in 
a^lsnute between player and official 


1 as to whether the latter was a "rob- 
ber, etc." 


Before President Johnson

American league started the reform In 
the umpires' behalf It took a lot of 
nerve and moral courage to handle an 
indicator In any league. Players were 
in the habit of riding roughshod over 
umpires, and the spineless league ex- 
ecutives allowed them to get away- 
with that sort of thing.

pleased, and the umpire was the goat 
all the time. , 


The fans always sided with the 


players, right or wrong, and there was 
merry war all the. while.

The education of the fans to the fine 


points of the game makes It harder for 
the players to prejudice the patrons 
against the umpires. The first law of 
baseball for most players is to protect 
themselves—that is," if one makes a 
very bad play he looks right away for 
an excuse. The umpire for years has 
been the handy little alibi.

touched the runner. 


That Is the tip for the crowd to yell 


for a couple of passes one day, saying 
he wanted them for some friends. 
^"Friends!" roared the old Roman. 
"Well, if you or any other umpire has 
the nerve to tell me you have any 
friends you can have all the passes I've 
got." 


But President Johnson set his um- 


pires up on a high standard and back- 
ed them up so fearlessly that the plane 
has been getting higher all the while. 


"Clean 
ball" 
was 
the American 


league's trademark when it expanded 
and fousrht for existence with the Na- 
tional league. 
But the. National, as 


soon as Pulllam got squared away as 
chief executive, adopted the same slo- 
gan, and since then all other league 
presidents have discovered that in 
reality the easiest way to run their 
leagues is to lay down hard and fust 
rules governing the conduct of players 
and give their umpires full power to 
enforce them to the letter.

League Clubs—Nearly All Big Stars 
Were Found This Way. 


OME years ago very few major 


league baseball teams thought 
It necessary to employ a man 
to travel around the country 


and watch the young players. 
OI 


course every team had a number ot 
experts scattered about among the 
leagues who, If they chanced to see a 
likely looking youngster, would put the 
manager wise, but today, so desperate 
has become the hunt for big league 
timber, there is not a club in either-of 
the major leagues that has not a con- 
pie of men on the road looking after 
their interests. 


No small part of the success of one 


of the big leaguo teams depends on 
the ability of Its scouts—that Is, the 
men who go all over the country look- 
Ing out for likely material. 
No town 


or league is too small for these watch- 
ers to visit. 


For, as is well known, many a star 


ball player has been picked up in some 
town that had never been heard of and 
come into fame only through the base- 
ball ability of Its son. 


There are many Interesting little 


tales connected with the discoveries of 
great ball players. Hans Wagner was 
0lffned up as a pitcher on one of the 
small league aggregations and seemed 
doomed to go back to the uninteresting 
and quiet life of the country village 
until his wise manager thought that 
perhaps he might he able to play some- 
where else, so gave him a tryout. 


And Hans has been famous ever 


since. Larry Lajoie, Jimmy Collins—\ 
in fad, nearly nil the great ones—have 
been landed by some worthy scout 
whose chance or fate brought them to 
the village where these embryonic 
stars were astounding their fellow citi- 
zens. 


To one not acquainted with the life 


the work of a scout must look very 
easy and pleasant. 
It would seem 


that 
traveling 
about 
the 
country, 


watching ball games, with all ex- 
penses paid, was a very desirable sort 
of life. But In' reality it's not as fine 
as It looks. After awhile it gets very. 
monotonous jumping from one little 
town to another, putting up with all 
kinds of. hotel accommodations, spend- 
ing the greater part o£ your time on 
hot, stuffy trains or arguing with 
avaricious minor league managers. 


The scout meets some managers that 


would almost drive him crazy. 
They 


henr that a big league scout Is in 
town, and Immediately the prices on 
their men soar skyward. It is only by 
!ho use of much diplomacy and tact 
that one can obtain a player he wishes 
>om some of these fellows. Here is 
i good Instance: In a little town in 
the far west a scout arrived and for a 
couple of days watched the work of 
he team there. 
He endeavored to 


ceep his Identity a secret, but an old 
imer who happened to bo on the team 
;ave the secret away. 
He was at- 


tracted by the playing of an outfielder 
ind decided that he was the man lie 
was after. 


But he did not mention the fact. 


There was an inftelder on the team 
vho was In the habit of pulling off star 
lays, and tho skirmisher asked the 
nanager for his price on him. The re- 
ply mentioned such a sum that the 
cout almost fainted. 
Finally, after 


mggllng and dickering for a couple o£ 
lours, he agreed to take the player 
and" give him a trial, with the pro- 
viso that if he made good he was to 
pay $3,000 for him. The scout knew 
well enough that the man would never 
make the big league, but this was only 
part of his game. 


When he went to the station, bound 


for his next stopping place, the man- 
ager and tho imiclder were with him. 
As tho train was pulling in he fished 
a roll of bills from his pocket, turned 
to his companion and said: "By the 
way, I want nn outfielder. I'll give 
you $000 cash for that chap you had 
out in center." "You can have him," 
came the reply, and tho manager, well 
satisfied, tucked the money Into his 
pocket and waved tho pair goodby. 
Some two weeks later the infielder re- 
turned to his old stamping ground, 
while the other chap, purchased very 
cheaply, is now one of the greatest 
stars in the game. And so it goes 
It 


Is always a case of dicker and outwit. 


Then there is another point to be 


considered. If a scout who Is on the 
roixd picks out a number of men and 
not one of them shows sufficient class 
he has put his club to great expense, 
all for nothing. Sny. for Instance, ho 
Is on the const and sends a player to 
one of the big teams in the eastern 
leagues. The youngster will cost sev- 
eral thousand dollars, while the ex-

amount to no Inconsiderable figure.

To Retire From the Supreme 


Court Bench 


WASHINGTON, June 16—For some 


time It has been .understood that Jus- 
tice William H. Moody would never 
again take his seat on the bench of the 
U. S. supreme court, but. consideration 
for his feelings has prevented publica- 
tion of that fact. 
Action taken'yester- 


day shows that his most 
intimate 


friends have abandoned hope. 


1 With a view to relieving the.supremo 
court of the .embarrassment'of being 
one member short Representative Gil- 
lett in the house .and • Senator Lodge 
in the senate introduced identical bills 
to' enable Mr.-Moody 'to retire without 
forfeiting the salary to which he is :en- 
titled for life and of which he.cannot 
be deprived, even if he never returns 
to the court. 


Mr. Gillett visited Mr. Moody a, few 


days ago at Corey Hill hospital, Brook- 
line, and it was agreed that if, when 
the court reassembles in the fall, Mr. 
goody's health has not improved suffi- 
ciently to enable him to return to the 
bench, he will tender his resignation. 
Mr. Gillett assured him that every ef- 
fort would he made' to secure 'the nec- 
essary legislation to provide. for his 
retirement before the adjournment of 
the present session of congress. 


While 
nominally 
this 
gives. Mr. 


Moody until next October before he 
tenders his resignation, and the- hope 
is still expressed that Mr. Moody will 
recover, it is well understood here that 
with the passage of the bill placing Mr. 
Moody on the retired list with full pay 
his resignation will be virtually, in the 
president's hands, although the. presi- 
dent will take no steps to appoint his 
successor until shortly before the court 
reassembles for the fall term. 


No Change in Condition 


Representative Gillett 
returned 
to 


Washington .yesterday and 
took the 


matter up with Senators Lodge' and 
Crane and other leaders of 
congress. 


The identical bills were introduced yes- 
terday afternoon by Senators. 
Lodge 


and Mr. Gillett, providing that ..the law 
authorizing the retirement of supreme 
court justices on full pay after they 
have served 10 years, or have reached 
the age of 70 shall be construed-so as 
.to permit Justice' Moody .to be retired 
if 
he 
elects 
to 
resign . within 
six 


months. 


Mr. Gillett gave out the 
following 


statement: 


"Senator Lodge and 
Congressman 


Gillett have introduced simultaneously 
a bill providing that 
if 
within 
six 


months after the passage of the bill 
Judge Moody elects to resign he can re-- 
tire like judges 70 years old on full 
pay. 


"This is not because of any change 


in the condition of the judge's health, 
which is the same that it has beun for 
some time, but his friends felt 
that 


some provision ought to be made for 
him so that in case he did not 
get 


well during the summer and was not 
able to take his seat upon the bench in 
the fall he oould then resign and an- 
other judge be appointed in his place 
to take up the work. 
Precedent in Former Case 


"A similar bill was carried in 1882 for 


Judge Hunt, who was sick, and. this 
bill 
for Judge Moody 
follows that 


precedent. 


"His friends, of course, 
still 
hope 


confidently that he will recover and be 
able to take his seat in October and 
not exercise the option of resignation 
which the bill provides, 
but 
they 


thought it was wise to make" provision 
for the contingency of his illness prov- 


ing more obstinate than his doctors an- 
ticipate, and he acquiesces in 
their 


judgment." 


There is no disposition .to force Jus- 


tice Moody Into retirement. He 
has 


been ill for. more than-a-year. He has 
been worrying- that the business of the 
supreme court lias been interfered with 
by. his enforced absence 
from 
duty. 


Judge Moody realizes the seriousness 
of his condition and is willing to resign 
after-a last effort to recover, 
1 His 
friends . say that his recovery 


has been interfered with by worry over 
his inability.to work. -With that cause 
of irritation removed H is thought that 
he will stand a better chance to recover 
his health than under present 
condi- 


tions. 
The bill for his retirement'will 


become a law before adjournment.

quarter inch high. The penalty fixed for violation of this law is a fine of

cise sufficient care to prevent any mistake .such as that which occurred in 
Rhode Island and which resulted in the death of about a dozen persons.

It is announced that the price of beef has been advanced a dollar 


per hundred pounds and that another advance of equal amount will be 
made before the summer is over. 'Tim trust, fixes the price and Ihe dealers 
have to accept it whether tlu-y like it or not. The latter save themselves 
by putting up the price to the consumers who have to meet, all the combined 
demands of the trust and the retailers and everybody else connected with 
the business. 


It seems that there never was a more palpable case of the arbitrary 


fixing of prices by any trust. 
The cause o£ the present advance, it is 


Alleged, is to forestall the arrival in the market of grass fed beef which 
having but little fat keeps but a short time in hot weather. The tru.-t evi- 
dently believes it comes with belter grace to increase the price now-than 
a few weeks later when the grass fed beef will be prominent in the market. 
The trust as an excuse for increasing the price, alleges that there is a 
shortage of beef. 


The time is at hand when the people will not need so much beef as 


they did during the colder mouths. 
In winter, meat is necessary to keep j 


up the heat of the body, hut not so in summer. 
II would he good policy 


for the people in general to use as little meat as possible during the 
summer. 
If such a policy were carried out generally throughout the. 


country, it might convince the beef trust that it is not wise to put up the 
price of beef w i t h the coming of hot weather. 


It has been suggested t h a t in order to stop the practice of exporting 


beef to London and selling it (here under the lowest price in the American, 
market, an export duty should bo placed on beef. 
Thai or the removal of 


the iariff on beef is about thu only remedy (lint can hn applied to defeat, 
the operations of the beef trust.

OME years ago very few major 


league baseball teams thought 
it necessary to employ a man 
to travel around the country 


and watch the young players. 
Of 


course every team had a number of 
experts scattered about among the 
leagues who, if they chanced to see a 
likely looking youngster, would put the 
manager wise, but today, so desperate 
has become the hunt for big league 
timber, there is not a club in either of 
the major leagues inat has not a cou- 
ple of men on the road looking after 
their interests. 


No small part of the success of one 


of the big league teams depends on 
tho ability of its scouts—that is, tho 
men who KO all over the country look- 
Ing out for likely .material. No town 
or league is too small for these watch- 
ers to visit. 


For, as is well known, many a star 


ball player has been picked up In some 
town that had never been heard of and 
come Into fame only through the base- 
ball ability of Its son. 


There are many interesting little 


tales connected with the discoveries'of 
great ball players. Hans Wagner waa 
signed up as a pitcher on one of the 
small league aggregations and seemed 
doomed to go back to the uninteresting 
and quiet life of the country village 
until his wlee manager thought that 
perhaps he might be able to play soirie- 
where else, so gave him a tryout 


And Hans has been famous ever 


since. Larry Lajole, Jimmy Collins— 
In fact, nearly all the great ones—have 
been landed by some worthy scout 
whose chance or fate brought them to 
the village whero these embryonic 
stars wero astounding their fellow citl- 
Kens. 


To ono not acquainted with the life 


tho work of a scout must look very 
easy and pleasant. 
It would seem, 


that 
traveling 
about 
the 
country, 


watching ball games. 
Tvlth all ex- 


penses paid, was a very desirable sort 
of life. 
But In reality It's not as fine 


as It looks. After awhile it gets very 
monotonous jumping from one little 
town to another, putting up with all

The scout meets some managers that

It is only by 
the use of much diplomacy and tact 
that one can obtain a player he wishes 
from some of these fellows. Here la 


good Instance: In a little town in 


th* far west a scout arrived and for a 
couple of days watched the work of 
.ho team there. 
He endeavored to 


ceep his Identity a secret, but an old 
:imer who happened to bo on the team 
?ave the secret away. 
He was at- 


iractcd by the playing of an outfielder 
and decided that he was the man l}a 
vas after. 
But he did not mention the fact. 


There was an inflelder on the team 
vho was In the habit of pulling off star 
lays, and the skirmisher asked the 
nanaser for his prico on him. The re- 
ply mentioned such a sum that the 
scout almost fainted. 
Finally, after 


laggling and dickering for a couple of 
hours, he agreed to take the player 
and give him a trial, with the pro- 
viso that if he mado good he was to- 
pay $3.000 for him. Tho scout knew 
well enough that tho man would never 
make the big league, but this was only 
part of his game. 


When he went to the station, bound 


for his next stopping placo, the man- 
ager and tho Imielder were with him. 
As tho train was pulling in he fished 
a roll of bills from his pocket, turned 
to his companion and said: ''By the 
way.

court of the embarrassment "of .being 
one member short Representative Gil- 
lett in the house and Senator Lodge 
in the senate introduced identical bills 
to enable Mr. Moody to retire without 
forfeiting the salary to which he Is en- 
titled for life and ot which-he cannot 
be deprived, even if he never returns 
to the court. 


Mr. Glllett visited- Mr. Moody a few 


days ago at Corey Hill hospital. Brook- 
line, and it was agreed that if, when 
the court reassfUbles in .the fall, 
Mr. 


Moody's health" has not improved suffi- 
ciently to enable him to return to the 
bench, he will .tender his resignation. 
Mr. Gillett assured him that every ef- 
fort^would be.made to.secure the nec- 
essary legislation to provide for his 
retirement before the adjournment of 
the present session of congress. 


While 
nominally 
this 
gives 
Mr. 


Moody until next October before he 
tenders his resignation, and the hope 
is still expressed that Mr. Moody will 
recover, it is well understood here that 
with the passage of the bill placing Mr. 
Moody on the retired list with full pay 
his resignation will be virtually In the 
president's hands, although the presi- 
dent will take no steps to appoint hia 
successor until shortly before the court 
reassembles for the fall term. 


No Change in Condition 


Representative Gillett returned 
to 


Washington yesterday and 
took the 


matter, up with Senators Lodge 
and 


Crane'and .other leaders of congress. 
The identical bills were introduced yes- 
terday afternoon by Senators 
Lodge 


and Mr. Gillett, providing that the law 
authorizing the retirement of supreme 
court justices on full pay after, they 
have served:10 years or have reached 
the age of 70 shall be construed so as 
to permit Justice Moody to be retired 
if 
he elects 
to 
resign 
within 
six 


months. 


Mr. Gillett gave out the 
following 


statement: 
"Senator Lodge and 
Congressman 


Glllett have introduced simultaneously 
a bill providing that 
If 
within 
six 


months after the .passage of the hill 
Judge Moody elects to resign he can re- 
tire like judges 70 years old on full 
pay. 
x 
"This is not because of any change 


in the condition of the. judge's health, 
yrhlch is the same that it has been for 
some time, but his friends felt 
that 


some provision ought to be' made for 
him so that in case he did not 
get 


well during the summer and was not 
able to take his seat .upon the bench in 
the fail he could then resign and an- 
other judge be appointed In his place 
to take up the work. 


Precedent in Former Caso 


"A similar bill was carried in 1882 for 


Judge Hunt, who was sick, and this 
bill for Judge Moody follows that 
precedent. 


"His friends, of course, 
still 
hope 


confidently that he will recover and be 
able to take his seat in October and 
not exercise the option of resignation 
which the hill provides, 
but 
they 


thought it was wise to mak.c provision 
for the contingency of his illness prov- 


ing more obstinate than his doctors an- 
ticipate, and -he acquiesces in 
their 


judgment'." 
There is no disposition to force Jus- 


tice Moody into retirement. He 
has 


been ill for more than a -year. He has 
been worrying that the business of the 
supreme court has been Interfered with 
by his enforced absence 'from 
duty. 
Judge Moody realizes the seriousness 
of his condition and is willing to resign 
after a last effort to recover. 
His friends say' that his recovery 


has~heen interfered with by worry over 
his inability to tvork. With that cause 
ot irritation removed It is thought that 
he will stand a better,.,chance to recover 
his health than under aresent 
condi- 


tions. The bill for his retirement will 
become a law before adjournment.
